In Prince Albert Bash 


eee 

The following wae banded in for pab 
lication, 

At twe o'clock in the afternoon on Weds 
necday last, at the Court House, both 
candidates being pfesent. Mr. Sheriff 
Hughee, the returning officer for the 
electoral district of Prince Albert East, 
proceeded to make a count of the ballots 
cast atthe election held on the Slet of 
October and on the 7th of November last, 


Commencing with the ballot box from’ 


No. 1 polling place, the retarning officer 
opened and counted the ballote in each 
box until he came to No. 14, when lo 4 
there were no ballots in the box trom Noe. 
14, no poll having been upened and held 
@t that division on election day. 

The returning officer was about té 
declare elected the candidate having the 
majority of vetes as connte! from thirteen 
of the ballot bexes, when Mr. James Tay- 
lor questioned the rigit and suthority of 
the reeurning officer to do ao. 

Mr. Taylor held that the returna were 
not in accordance with the anneuncemest 
made on nomination day, viz ; that eeount 
woald be held at which the returning of+ 
ficer would appear and produce the poll 
booke, etatement aheets of the deputy 
returning odicers and the ballot boxes of 
the several polling places. 

A protest was then made by Mr. Jantes 
Taylor, protesting te @ declaration of 
election of any candidate on account of the 
incom pletesess of the returns and other 
reasons. 

The returniug officer then declaged John 
Felton Bette, Exq., uly electeJ, The 
following is a correct copy of the protest 
made by Mr. Taylor, which was deeketed 
by tue returning officer and then filed 
away along with the other election papers, 

Electoral _Distriet of Prinoe Albert. 
To Suerirr Hvcues, 
Re:urning Officer, 

Sin,—Wheress an election netice was 
issued by you to the electors of Prince 
Albert east, under which, all persons were 
required to take notice and govern theme 
selves accordingly, and it wae shown that 
in that portion of the electoral district of 
Prince Albert East, lying east of range 20, 
west of the 2nd initial meridian, polls 
would be opened and held on the 7th dey 
of November, A.D. 1894, at Cumberland 
House, at The Pas, and at Cedar Lake. 

And whereas under eec.ive 23, vf an 
ordinance to smend and censolidaie af 
amended the ordinsnces reepecting eleo~ 
tiona to the North West Legistaive 
Assembly, it is enacted that, the reture< 
ing officer shall thereby require the deputy 
returaing officer to open and hold the poll 
at the time and place fized in the election 
notice and according te the provisions ef 
thie orainance., 

And whereas under the said election 
notice of the returning officer, Alenaader 
McBeath, Eaquire, was eppointed deputy 
retnrning eflicerfor polling division Ho. 
14, known as Cedar Lage. 

And whereas on the the day and hours 
of the day on which votes were to be 
received at polling divisien No. 14, known 
as Cedar Lake, the said Alexander Moo 
Beath, Esquire, the deputy returning of= 
ficer for savt polling division No. 14, 
know asCedar Lake, contrary to your 
election notice and the wishee of the can- 
didates and electors, did not open and 
hold a poll at polling division Mo. 14, 
Cedar Lake, the polling division to which 
he was appointed. 

And whereas by the® official returns 
made from polling divisions 12 and 18, 
itis shown that only 52 electors polled 
their votes at the two polling divisions 
that were opencd at The Pas and Cumber- 
land on election day. 

And whercas the polling divisions pro- 
vided by you in that portion of the elect- 
oral district of Prince Albert Bast lying 
east of range 30, west of the @ud initial 
meridian were not anufficient to enable all 
the electors residing tetween Sturgeon 
River and the Grand Rapids, on account 
of distance, (o poll their votes at The Pas 
and at Cumberland Houre, and their being 
at least 200 duly qualified voters between 
Sturgeon River and the Grand Rapids, 
ouly 62 of these electors have been allowed 
the privilege of voting at thiselection. 

And whereas for the convenience of 
electors, polling places should have been 
opened at Bturgeon River, Birch River, 
Cedar Lake and Grand Rapide on election 
day.
